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ADVISORY ACTION 

Acknowledgement of Applicant's Amendments 
1 . The amendment made in the After Final Amendment filed January 13, 2009 has not been 
entered because the amendment raises a new issue. The application, prior to the amendment did 
not include Claims 51 -52. The amendment therefore raises issues which would require further 
search and consideration to be fully considered, and the amendment has therefore not been 
entered. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 
2 Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of Claim 23 as being 
unpatentable over Bailey et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,368,545 Bl) in view of Agouri et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,126,648) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of Claims 24 - 50 as being unpatentable 
over Bailey et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,368,545 Bl) in view of Agouri et al (U.S. Patent No. 
4,126,648) and further in view of Lind et al (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2001/0003624), of 
record in the previous Action, have been carefully considered but have not been found to be 
persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Applicant argues, on page 8, that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated 
to combine the teaching in Agouri et al with Bailey et al to arrive at the claimed film because 
Agouri et al teaches away from a LDPE that is not modified with styrene. 

However, Bailey et al is not limited to LDPE that is not modified with styrene. 
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Applicant also argues that modification of Bailey et al with styrene would render Bailey 
et al unsatisfactory for use in bread bags because a rustling characteristic is sought by Agouri et 
al. 

However, Agouri et al state bread bags as only one possible packaging application of the 
claimed invention; Agouri et al is therefore not limited to bread bags. Furthermore, it is unclear 
why a rustling characteristic would necessary prevent the making of a bread bag.
